Grady Hospital Ambulance 
Called to the Scene, but Mrs. 
Rosalie Krumholz was Dead 
Before it Arrived—Hus- 
band and Wife Had 
Been to Theater. 


H. B. Krumholz, proprietor of a Turk- 
ish bath house and barber shop at 10 
Decatur street, opposite the Kimball 
house, last night shot and killed his 
wife, Rosalie Krumholz, at their home, 
136 South Forsyth street, shortly before 
midnight. Krumholg declared the shoot- 
ing to be accidental. 

The story of the shooting, as gathered 
from neighbors and from the husband 
of the woman, is to the effect that both 
had spent the evening visiting the elec- 
tric theaters in Peachtree street, and had 
returned home about an hour before the 
tragedy. About | o’clock, Krumholz 
Stated, he and his wife were awakened 
by a noise, which they could not under- 
stand. 

Both husband and wife left the bed in 
which they were sleeping, according to 
Mr. Krumholz, and- searched the  bed- 
room. Finding nothing to alarm them 
they returned to bed. About 11:35 
o'clock a shot rang out and a few min- 
utes later the people in the neighborhood 
entered the house and found Krumholz 
with a light in his hand bending over 
the form of his wife on the floor. _The 
woman was dying and a pillow was 
placed unded her head, and a piece of 
ice applied to the wound in the head, 
which was bleeding freely. 


Statement of Krumbkolz. 


Krumholg stated that after he and his 
wife returned to -bed they were not dis- 
Suddenly, he

found his wife was not beside him. 
A noise in the corner of the room to- 
ward the gallery, where a small cabinet 
attracted his 
attention, and without waiting he fired 
point-blank. 

He heard no sound, and after remain- 
ing in a bed a few minutes he arose 
and ilghted the lamp. Bringing the oil 
lamp close to the small cabinet, he found 
his wife stretched on the floor.

Her Escort found With a 
Mortal Wound in tis 
Abdomen, 


Dayton, Ohio, August 5.—Anna Mark- 
owitz, 24 years old, a pretty Jewish 
girl, lies dead at the county morgue, 
her throat bearing the mute evidences 
of the strangler’s clutch. Her body, 
bruised and cut, bears evidences of 
brutal mistreatment. At the hospital, 
with a mortal wound in his abdomen 
and his head a mass of bruises, lies 
Abraham Gordon, a young traveling 
man from Indianapolis. 

Held on suspicion by the authorities 
at Dayton are James, Jacob and Bertha 
Markowiltz, brothers and sister of the 
dead girl. 

This was the situation today in a 
very complex murder case, and one 
which in brutality and cruelty rivals 
the fate of pretty Dona Gilman, whose 
pitiful end was reached but a very 
short distance from where this latest 
crime occurred. 

Anna Markowitz, like Dona Gilman, 
wus mistreated. But in this latest case 
there is not complete absence of clews 
which has made the Gilman case one of 
the deepest mysteries of this section. 

Went Strolling with Girls. 

Sunday, Abraham Gordon, sometimes 
known as Cohan, went out walking 
along a lonely road near the National 
Soldiers’ home. He was accompanied 
by Anna Markowitz and her younger 
sister, Bertha» They had walked to a 
lonely spot, when the crime was com- 
mitted. Two stories, widely different 
in their intimations, are told. The 
story of Bertha, when she_ rushed 
breathless and terror-stricken to the 
soldiers’ home. was that, while her 
sister, young Gordon and herself were 
strolling along a secluded path, a high- 
wayman slipped, unheard, behind Gor- 
don and struck him with a blackjack. 

Gordon, she said, turned, and as he 
did so the highwayman shot him in the 
stomach. 

As Gordon fell, she says, the man 
made a dash for either herself or her 
sister. She ran screaming from. the 
scene in terror, leaving her older sister, 
Anna, to her fate. Bertha said she did 
not stop until she got to the soldiers’ 
home, where she gave the alarm. 

Clothing Torn from Girl. 


The sheriff was notified and a posse 
formed. When they reached the spot 
of the crime they found Gordon almost 
dead. A trail showed where Anna had 
been dragged. They followed _ the 
beaten-down path and came upon the 
body of the girl lying in the weeds. 
The clothing» had been nearly torn from 
the body. There were evidences of a 
fearful struggle and an assult. The 
girl was dead from strangulation. 

The Markowitz brothers and Bertha 
later called at police Readquarters to 
see what had been learned about the 
crime. Questioned, the brothers are 
said to have admitted that their mother 
objected to further attentions being 
paid by Gordon to «nna. The brothers 
would not deny that they had followed 
their sisters, Anna and Bertha, into the 
woods when they went with Gordon.

WILLIAMS’ MEN ON 


Congressman Says He Has Won the 
Election and Doesn't Propose to 
Be Counted Out — Williams 
Doesn't Know Why Re- 
turns Are Held Back. 


Natchez, Miss., August §.—A peculiar 
move in the primary election for the 
nomination of democratic candidates for 
United States senator and state offices 
was made late this afternoon when Hon. 
Ernest E. Brown, police Justice Marion 
Reilly and J. H. Beard, lawyers and fol-- 
lowers of Governor Vardaman, attempted 
to count the ballots cast in the several 
precincts of Adams county. 

They were counting the ballots when 
the chairman of the Adams county dem- 
ocratic executive committee and Judge 
Will C. Martin, county attorney, both 
of whom had been apprised of the move, 
appeared before them and protested 
against their action. 

The protestants were reinforced Dy 
Circuit Clerk Bowie, who is the registrar 
of the county. Mr. Brown advanced the 
claim that the ballots are public prop- 
erty, but was informed taht the returns 
had not been received by the state ex- 
ecutive committee whereupon the trio 
retired from the office. 

Williams Men on Guard. 

Jackson, Miss., August 5.—Chairman 
B. H. Wells, learning tonight of the 
attempt on the part of several support- 
ers of Governor vardaman to count the 
Adams county vote, sent the following 
message to all election managers in 
Missiseippi: 

“Wflliams Headquarters, Jackson, Au- 
gust 5.—Do not let the ballots or origi- 
nal tally sheets go out of the hands of 
the election officers. We have won the 
election and do not propose to be counted 
out. 

“B. H. WELLS, Chairman.”’

Woman Assailed by Madness 


That Husband Thought Had 
Been Conquered, 


WOMAN BELIEVES BABES 
ARE IN PEACEFUL SLEEP 


She Placed Their Naked Bodies on 
Table and Called In Her Neigh- 
bors to Aid In Dressing 
Them—She Fears Little 
One May Awake, 


Baltimore, Md., August 5.—The murder 
of her two babies by an insane mother 


thrilled northeast Baltimore today. Mad- 
ness, which has twice caused her to be 
confined in an asylum, this morning 
took possession of Mrs. Christina Nena- 
dal, aged 26 years, the wife of John 
Nenadal, a woodworker employed in a 
wagon factory. 

With the cunning of a mind deranged, 
she laig her plans to put her little ones 
to sleep—for that is what she believes she 
has done, and leaving her little daugh- 
ter, Mary, aged between 2 and 3 years, 
playing on the street, she put the young- 
er of her children, a year and three 
months old, in its carriage and took it 


to a nearby park. Just what happened 
there is not known. 


Bodies on a Table. 


When the mother returned the little 
one in the carriage was covered with 
leaves and small branches, but a neigh- 


pale. Mrs. Nenadal took both children 
Into the house and carefully closed a}! 
the doors and windows. A little later 
she went for a friend, Mrs. Victoria 
Vala, and asked her to come and assist 
in dressing the children. Returning, the 
two women entered the dining room of 
the Nenadal home, and there, lying 
upon the table, Mrs. Vala was horrified 
to find the naked bodijes of the two 
children, both having been strangled by 
their mother. The latter, when the po- 
lice were summoned, fondled the little 
bodies, and gave them up onty when 
forced to do so. Her one concern now 
seems to be the lest the children ‘ be 
awakened. She repeatedly asks to have 
them brought to her so that she may 
gifard their slumbers. 
Mother Constantly Watched. 

As she sits in her cell in the police sta- 
tion Mrs. Nenadal is betlng constantly 
watched, lest she renew an attempt at 
self-desgruction, which she made some 
time ago. On that occasion she took 
her little daughter in her arms and was 
about to plunge into a stream, when her 
husband restrained her. She has twice 
been confined in an asylum, once having 
been discharged as practically cured, 
and the last time having been taken 
from the institution by her husband 
against the protests of the physicians in 
charge.

understand, it is stated, that unless the 
platform measures are enacted they 
may look for an extra session. 

The house of representatives has not 
yet enacted one of these platform 
measures with the exception of the 
anti-lobbying bill which is now under 
consideration by the senate. The house 
still has before it the disfranchisement 
bill, the railroad commission bill and 
the anti-pass bill. There are several 
other pending measures the enactment 
of which is considered important, but 
these are the main matters, and it is 
practically certain that any failure on 
the part of the general assembly to 
get through with one of these three 
measures will mean an extra session. 

The house still has the general tax 
and general appropriations bills to dis- 
pose of in addition to the platform 
measures, and, with only eleven more 
working days ahead of it, it will cer- 
teinlv have to hurrv. 

Besides the time to he consumed by 
the tax and appropriations bills, it is 
generally understood that there is go- 
ing to be some fighting over the anti- 
nass bill and the disfranchisement bil), 
which will result in still further delay- 
ine things.

The Mayor’s Communication, 


To the General Council of the city of At- 
lanta. Gentlemen: Carrying out the views 
expressed in my inaugural address, I am 
sending to your honorable body today com- 
prehensive statements from the commissoner 
of public works and the city engineer regard- 
ing the condition of permanent § improve- 
ments provided for by you during the first 
seven months of this year. I expressed my 
ideas regarding this matter fully in my ad- 
dress to you at the beginning of the year in 
the following language: 

“A comprehensive statement of the condl- 
tion of all contracts f&@ permanent improve- 
ments should be furnished the general coun- 
cil on or about August 1 of east year, in or- 
der that the members of that body may have 
some idea of what will be completed during 
the year. If necessary some of the work can 
be relet to other contractors so as to com- 
plete if possible all the work begun during 
the year and not allow to remain idle in 
the treasury money to pay for work that by 
no peossible chance ¢ be done. Under such 
an arrangement, I think, council can have a 
better idea of what is going on and what is 
béing done with the permanent improve- 
ments.’’ 

On July $1, 1907, I addressed letters to 
Hon. R. M. Clayton, city engineer, and Hon. 
H. L. Collier, commissioner of publi@® works, 
requesting them to submit to me a report of 
the operations of their departments from 
January 1 to August, 1907, inclusve. These 
two officials were very prompt in replying 
and sent me the comprehensive statements 
which are hereto attached, 

The commissioner of public works declares 
that his devartment is further advanced with 
every class of work than at this time during 
any previous year of his adminstration. It 
shows that of the streets passed up by your 
honorable body for paving he has completed 
fifty-eight. He is now working on ten streets. 
He has completed his part of the work on 
thirty-nine streets, but cannot complete them 
becuase he is waiting on the curbing contrac- 
tor to do his part of the work. He has not 
etarted work on thirty-three streets. “There 
are other important matters in. the report of 
the commissioner of public works, but these 
are the matin ones. 

I suggest that the report be referred to 
whatever committee your honorable body 
thinks best, with instructions to go over it 
carefully with the commissioner of public 
works with the view to ascertaining for the 
general council exactly the conditions that 
obtain with reference to street work in the 
commissioner’s department. 

What the Reports Contain. 


The report of Hon. R. M. Clayton, city 
engineer. you will .find to be full of valuable 
information that ought to be known to your 
honorable body. His report shows that, of the 
sewers passed up by you, twenty-four have 
been completed, six are now in course of 
construction and nine are yet to be com- 
menced. The city engineer states that the 
sewer work is progressing satisfactorily. His 
report also shows that work has not vet been 
commenced on sixty-one streets upon which 
vou ordered curbing and sidewalks laid. 
These streets are distributed as follows: Nine 
in the first ward, two in the second ward, 
eighteen in the third ward. three itn the 
fourth ward, fifteen in the fifth ward, three 
in the sixth ward. two in the seventh ward 
and pine inthe eighth ward. The report of 
the Georgia Granite Comnanv to the city 
engineer shows that brick sidewalks have 
heen completed on five streets, curbing has 
heen set on eleven streets awd curbing is now 
Aietributed readv for setting on five streets. 
The Southern Tile and Stone Company's re- 
nort to the citv eneineer shows that {!t has 
laid curbing and sidewalks on six streets 
and has one street where work has been 
storted but ts unfirished. 

Tt seems to me thet the enrhinge and side- 
walk ‘s not In ai asntisfactorvy condi- 
tion, as vou know, is contract work 
end the fact that it fs not completed ts not 
the fault af the city engineer. but rests 
with the contractor, Tt seems to me that vour 
honorehle bodv ehould eive this matter your 
immediate attention. The report of the city 
engineer Piso gives valuable f!nformation re- 
garding the bridee work and anther wnublic 
imrrovements now being done by this de- 
nertment.

material. I hardly suppose that Governor 
Smith would himself deem oak or pine as suit- 
able material to use in this instance.

‘Division Bill Is to Come Up This 
Afternoon Before the House 
Judiciary Committee. 


Augusta, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)— 
The city of Augusta is much wrought 
up over the delay in the local bill on 
which it was thought everybody had 
agreed on the basis of a division of the 
office now held by Judge Eve, who is 
not only judge of the county court, but 
who, as such, exercises ex-officio, the 
powcr ordinarily vested in boards of 
county commissions. 

This proposed division has been the 
rock which has split the people of this 
county for twenty years, and recently 
it was announced that Judge Eve him- 
self would be agreeable to the division. 
Accordingly a bill was introduced in 
the legislature, and it was thought 
that it would have been enacted into 
law long before this. 

While- Mr. Dunbar agrees with his 
colleagues, Messrs. Wright and Allen, 
on the main feature of the bill, he is at 
conflict with them on certain points 
involved ‘in the separation. 

The bill has been read the second 
time and recommitted to the judiciary 
conmimittee of the house, which will 


have it up for hearing tomorrow after- 
noon,

As you know this bill was framed by us 
after full conference with you and your 
friends and after publishing the same in the 
city papers, with the request that the public 
generally make suggestions looking to the 
framing of a bill that would meet the views 
of the people and bring about unity between 
all persons desiring harmony. 

Not only did we, who had been elected on 
a platform of non-senaration, voluntarily con- 
sent to prepare a bill te separate the offices 
and to elect the judge, solicitor and the com- 
missioners by the people, but, at the sugges- 
tion of you and your friends, we agreed (1) 
that the term of the commissioners should be 
four years, instead of two years, as in the bill 
first drawn by us, and (2) that only a portion 
of the commissioners should go out of office 
at the same time, and (8) the terms of said 
judge and commissioners and solicitor should 
be conterminous with all the county officers. 

These changes were made by us after the 
bill had been perfected as a furtheg conces- 
Sion to vour wishes and because we thought 
thev-avere wise. 

We frankly explain to your our difficulty 
| in agreeing with vour suggestion that the 
commissioners should be limited to three. and 
that the chairman should be paid §$1.800 per 
‘annum, and the other two only $10 per 
month. We explained that we thought this 
would make dummies of the two and unduly 
/ magnify the importance of the chairman and 
| perpetuate the principle of one man power 
i Which has been objectionable to same. 

You then were kind enough to accept the 
' bill as thus amended and say that you and 
your friends would join in a request that this 
bill be unanimously passed as amended by us. 

As you know, I heve been and am still 
confined at home by sickness, with the prob- 
ability that I shall not be able to return to 
Atlanta during the present session. There- 
fore, it is more than probable that Mr. Dun- 
bar can, if he sees proper to object to or ob- 
struct this measure, defeat its passage at the 
present session. If so, then the responsibility 
must rest upon him and those who hitherto 
have been understood to favor a separation of 
the offices. 

As I understand it. Mr. Dunbar demands, 
among other things. not only that there shall 
be hut three commissioners and that the 
chairman shal! be given $1,600 per annum, 
and the other two only §10 a month, but that 
the bill shall cut off ten months of the pres- 
ent comm'tssioners’ term of office. This 
seems to us unreasonable and unprecedented. 

Mr. Aden and I have, in good faith, offered 
the bill in question, and it will undoubtedly 
pass without objection unless Mr. Dunbar op- 
poses it, or seeks to obstruct it by amend- 
ments or othérwise, which, on account of my 
enforced absence may jeopardize its passage. 
For this reason I am writing to vou that you 
mav take such action &s you may deem ad- 
visable and with a view or fixing the re- 
eponsibility in case the bill should not go 
through at this session.

The purpose of the bill is to protect the 
income bondholders of the Central, giv- 
ing them the right to vote with the 
stockholders. Colonel Lawton declared 
that the Central of Georgia does not be- 
long to the Southern road, but is tne 
property of two men—Oakleigh Thorne, 
of New York, and M. J. Perry, of Rhode 
Island. who had purchased an honest 
business, and they impressed him to be 
sincere and honest. He spoke first on 
behalf of the ratiroad, and Said that it 
was the most unusual] piece of legisia- 
tion ever proposéd before a Georgia leg- 
isiature. He said that this bill, if passed, 
the stockholders 
the control of their railroad. He alleged 
that this was an injustice, in that it 
transgressed private rights, going in dl- 
rect opposition to the provisions of the 
constitution of Georgia. " He stated ‘that

Water Power Rights. 

The bills introduced by Senator Far- 
mer relating to the rights of water- 
power companies were also taken under 
consideration, and speeches were made 
by J. J. Spelding of AtPanta, and 
Judge J. R. Lamar, of Augusta, who 
favored the bill, and Frank Colley, 
representing the Benson company, of 
Wilkes, and Colonel Anderson, who were 
opposed to the measure. 

While the bill is a general one, it is 
generally understood that its provisions 
refer to the water power situation near 
Washington, Ga., in Wilkes county. It 
is alleged that one waterpower company 
has interests there, and that a much 
larger company, with large capital, de- 
sires te come in and develop the water 
power, but no agreement can be reached 
between the two companies. The Dill's

the railroad commission power to act.

Nym Hurt, of the Georgia Railroad and 
Electric Company, made the orphans and 
the teachers of the Home for the Friend- 
less hail yesterday afternoon by do- 
nating to them all the articles of cloth- 
ing left on the street cars which had not 
been called: for. The articles were of 
all kinds and descriptions, but umbrel- 
las were by far the most numerous, 

‘It is strange how many umbreliae are 
left on the cars,’’ said Mr. Hurt. “A 
man will get on a car, put his umbrella 
to one side, glance at the paper, and, 
it chances to be a clear day, the chances 
are he will forget all about it when he 
comes to the corner where he gets wp. 
We have few calls for lost umbrellas 
from men, but a good many from women. 
A. man who is forgetful enough to leave 


hie umbrella anywhere is, in nine times | 


out in ten, so forgetful that he has not 
the slightest idea where he leaves it and 
seldom thinks of calling at the street 
car company for it. 

“The variety of umbrellas found on 


the cars runs from cheap, dilapidated $) 
affairs to expensive ones, costing as 
much ag $10. 

“We also find a good many school 
books left by children. These, when 
not called for, come in mighty handy for 
orphan children. 

“4 good many purses are left on the 
cars. When these are not called for we 
divide up the money so as to let every 
|child have some of it. 

“Gloves are another thing left on the 
cars quite frequently. It is seldom, how- 
ever, that a pair of gloves ig left. Usual- 
ly it is the right hand glove. For this 
reason they are of little use to any one. 

‘We keep all the articles left on cars 
a month. Bvery two months they are 
collected and sent to one of the other 
of the orphans’ homes in rotation.

Cause, and 
the respect due the men who wore the 
gray. ‘ 

In each case the speaker said he 
asked no exemption for himself, but 
there were others who did need the 
exemption. 

Mr. Wilson of Gwinnett brought the 
debate to a climax when he offercd an 
amendment “To Oslerize all Confeder- 
ate veterans over 60 years of age.” 
“Then vou won't be bothered with so 
many exemptions,” he explained in his 
speech supporting the amendment. 

Mr. Heard of Dooly spoke feelingly 
on the subject of the veterans, of whom 
he is one. He declared he resented the 
action of some of the members who 
semed to think that it was an act of 
charity being done the veterans by 
these exemptions, and that they want- 
ed none of it. ° 

Mr. Hall of Bibb attempted to pour 
oil upon the troubled waters by de- 
claring that no charity was ofered or 
intended, and that the veterans should 
each be given a cross of honor and 
paid a pension for their services to the 
state, which no one could ever forget. 

Mr. Williams of Dodge, 
grizzled veteran, followed, and declared 
he was “tired of this old-soldier busi- 
ness, and that the veterans wanted no 
charity from any one. 

Mr. Kendrick of Taliaferro followed 
along the same line, and said: “I stand 
rere as a remnant of the ‘Lost Cause.’ 
I, too, am tired of this old-soldier busi- 
ness, and ask why don’t you relegate 
us to the rear now, where we never 
were during the sixties?

Chicago, August 5.—The strenuous life 
ig killing the men of Chicago at a tre- 
mendous rate while the women of the 
city are increasing their longevity by the 
simple life. In the official health bul- 
letin, Health Commissioner Evang says 
that a few years will see Chicago as 
Adamiess Eden. Commissioner Wvans 
draws his conclusion from the death rate 
in Chicago for twenty year, and par- 
ticularly in the last seven months when 
five members of the stronger sex died 
for every two of the fairer. Dr. Evans 


makes the startling statement that dur- 
ing the last seven months of !907 in Chi- 
cago about 12,000 men succumbed as 
compared to 8,000 women. He says that 


in- the last year the rate of difference 
in the death rate between men and wom- 
en has been 30, as against less than !0 
per cent twenty ,years ago. The cause 
of this is attributed by the physician to 
be the strenuous life. It’s contributory 
causes are the quick lunch, constant ex- 
posure and carelessness. 

“The.men,” he says, “are living at a 
rate that is 30 per cent faster than that 
of the women. They work harder. They 
take less care of themselves than of 
their wives and daughters. They court 
danger. They dissipate more. They ex- 
hibit a carelessness begotten of famil- 
larity with danger.”’ 

The remedy, according to am eminent 
physician, lies in the return to the sim- 
ple life of our fathers.

COTTON CLOSED 
AT AN ADVANCE 


Dry Weather Reports From the 
Southwest 


The Drought in Texas Said to Have 
Caused Deterioration — Market 
Closed Three or Four Points 
Off From the Top on 
Active Months, 


New York, August 5.—The cotton mar- 
ket was not very active during today’s 
trading, but ruled generally steady to 
firm on reports of dry weather in the 
western belt. The market closed steady 
at a net advance of 9@I2 points. Sales 
were estimated at 240,000 bales. The 
market opened steady at unchanged 
prices to an advance of 3 points on cov- 
ering ‘by some of Saturdey’s sellers who 
were disappointed that the weather map 
did not show more rain in the western 
belt. There were no cables from Liver- 
pool, owing to the holiday in that mar- 
ket, which opens tomorrow, and this 
probably curtailed generally business to 
geome extent. At any rate, trading was 
quiet after the opening prices eased off 
to a net decline of !1@2 points under 
some local bear pressure and realizing, 
but steadied up again shortly atterward 
on the official forcast showing no im- 
mediate relief from the dry, hot weather 
in Texas in prospect. Demand became A 
little more active on the advance with 
southwestern interests and Wal] street 
buying and the market was quite firm 
during the middle of the afternoon, when 
October sold at 12.04, or !4 points net 
higher. The market closed 3 or 4 points 
off from the top on active months. Many 
private wires were received during the 
_ day reporting that the condition of crop 
in Texas had deteriorated during tne 
past week, as a result of droughty con- 
ditions, but reop reports from the east- 
ern ‘belt seemed to be a little more en- 
couraging.

-BUT LITTLE DONE

Sales Were Lightest for Many 
a Day, 


United States Steel Closed Very 
Weak-—Falling Off in July Orders 
the Main Cause—Other Stocks 
Declined—The Bond List 
Shows Decline.

New York, August 5.—The dullness otf 
the stock market was greatly intensified 
today. This proved to be the effect of 
the news developments which the mar- 
ket had to face this morning. Although 
there was sqme active selling at the 
cpening, based on them, and at the clos- 
ing in sympathy with the weakness of 
United Setates Steel, when the decline 
became precipitate, there seemed little 
disposition to support the market just at 
first, and the break in prices, in conse- 
quence was sharp. The volume of the 
selling proved light, and after this spas- 
modic price readjustment, support 4pP- 
peared and some subsequent recovery. 
During the noon hour the tota: transac- 
tions fell to less than 7,000 shares of all 
Stocks, a state of lethargy rarely sé€en 
at the exchange. Although the levying 
of maximum penalties on the Standard 
Oil Company on the conviction of rebat- 
ing had been discussed, a possibility and 
had figured in the speculation on Fri- 
day, the actual] sentence of the cour* 
was not known in Wall street on Satur- 
day in time to afford opportunity for 
market operations based on it. The 
sentiemntal effect of the incident Was 
increased by the publication of the re- 
port of the commissioner of corporations, 
arraigning the Standard Oil Company for 
its business methods and its exorbitant 
profits. The egect was to revive the 
conviction of the determination of the 
federal administration to push the pur- 
suit of corporations with unabated vigor. 
From the viewpoint of capital, great 
influence has been attributed to this 
course fn causing the deadlock in seek- 
ing new capital for enterprises, Specula- 
tive sentiment was discouraged by the 
prospect of that factor being brought 
into prominence. Other causes were dis- 
cernible. however, for the lethargic ¢on- 
ditions in the securities market, Satur- 
day's hank .ratatemenrt offered small en- 
couragement for more cheerful views of 
the money outlook. It is expected that 
the loss in cash of last week on tne out- 
of-town movements of money, which 
failed of reflection in the bank S8tate- 
ment .were thrown over into this week's 
statements. Renorts from the interior 
are of a sustained demand for money, 
which is likely to increase at an efflv 
date with the beginning of the market- 
ing of crops. Traffic officials of the rall- 
roads renort the merchandise movement 
well kent up. but the movement of grain 
thus far is -eveported disappointingly 
small. A number of net earnings of rail- 
roads for June were renorted during the 
day. and some of the stocks of the com- 
nanies revorting suffered sharp declires. 
In general the expans’on of operating 
expenses continues so great us to affect 
the net shoiwng unfavorably. Reports of 
a threatened mirers’ strike in the Penn- 
sVivania coal reeions was a minor factor 
of depression. The labor situation in the 
Lake Superior iron region was said to be 
working out satisfactorily, and a point

The wheat market opened weak De- 
cause of iavorable weather in the 
neortowesf.r1or the growing crop. Within 
the first fifteen minutes of trading 
prices advaaced moderately in syn- 
pathy with a sharp upturn in oats, Dut 
the stronger tone soon gave way to re- 
newed weakness, which endured for the 
remainder of the session. The heavy 
tone was due largely to the rapidly 
increasing receipts of new wheat, al- 
though a severe slump in oats added to 
the weakness.

In conformity with a _ request of 
Mayor Joyner, the mayor pro tem. ap- 
po@nted a committee of three to act 
with a similar committee from. the 
chamber of commerce in arranging a 


} program for the entertainment of the 


delegates to the conference of the 
cotton growers and manufacturers, 
Which will take place in Atlanta on 
October 7. The committee Is as fol- 
lows: Alderman Beutell and Council- 
men Grant and Roberts. 

A communication was read from the 
Asphalt Paving Company of Georgia, 
in which it was stated that the com- 
pany could not carry out the contract 
of paving Edgewood avenue with wood- 
block at $3:10 a square yard, since the 
contract was made in April and four 
months had elapsed without the city 
ordering the work done. Councilman 
Pomeroy read a letter from Byron Sow- 
ders, who said he would take the con- 
tract for the same price. The matter 
was referred to the street committee. 

On moticn of Councilman Taylor, an 
amendment to the ordinance creating 
the cemetery commission was amended 
so as to give the commission the pow- 
er to plant hedges and build walls. 


Finance Ordinance Adopted. 


An ordinance was adopted giving the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company a 
thirty-three-year franchise. The com- 
pany gives the city twenty-five free 
telephones, and as many more as might 
be needed at a discount of 331-3 per 
cent, a free conduit and across-arm on 
all poles, free use of conduits for the 


‘police and fire department telephones, 


and will pay the city one-half of one 
Pper cent on its gross income for the 
first ten years, and ! per cent for the 
remaining twenty-three years. 

A resoluton was adopted for the city 
to pay the Asphalt Paving Company of 
Georgia $320.40 for the paving laid in 
front of the residence of Mrs. A. _ E. 
Gramling at 4 West Peachtree Street, 
and opposite the executive mansion. 

The report of the committee which 
stated that no blame could be laid on 
the waterworks department for the 
muddy water was referred to the com- 
mittee on public improvements. 

An Ordinance That Was Lost. 

Councilman Mangum introduced an or- 
dinance prohibiting persons not members 
of council from speakng on the floor of 
council.

ELLIS ON BENCH 
FOR FIRST TIME 


Injunction Proceedings of Dr. 
Ward Against Georgia 
Terminal Co,

For the first time, in chambers, Judge 
Ellis donned the robes of justice yester- 
day morning, and sat patiently for three 
hours hearing the injunction proceedings 
of Rev. A. C. Ward against the Georgia 
Terminal Company for rendering impass- 
alole that portion of Mangum _ street 
which is near the Temple Baptist church. 

Captain Ellis, as he has been known 
for years, ceased at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning to exist as such and became 
a judge, this title having been conferred 
upon him recently by Governor Hoke |____ 
Smith. The first matter brougnt before 
him officially was the injunction of Rev. 
A. C, Ward against the Georgia Ter- 
ininal Company, the time of argument 
being three hours, the court a@journing 
at | o'clock until 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when the hearing will be continued. 

In the trial the plaintiff was repre- 
sented by Attorney Robert L. Berner and 
the defendant by Counsel Morris Bran- 
don. The claims of the plaintiff were 
that the Georgia Terminal Company, 
formerly the Gate City Termina] Com- 
pany, had, in excavating and preparing 
for terminals, almost destroyed that por- 
tion of Mangum street near the Temple 
Baptist church, of which Rev. Ward is 
pastor. 

The defendants alleged that everything 
was ‘being done in accordance with the 
grants made them by the city council] 
of Atlanta. The question of deeds to 
property in that section came up, and, 
upon the decision of the judge, the case 
was postponed until this morning, when 
the defendant will appear, bringing the 
deeds for the property they are now 
using in making their terminals. It is 
thought the matter will be disposed of 
today.
